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Cinema screen to go 
blank for six months 



ELY will lose its 
cinema for at least six 
months after the 
search for a tempor¬ 
ary venue proved 
fruitless. 

The cinema, in The 
Mattings, will close for a 
refit in May 

As no other venue in the city 
has raked seating or space for a 
digital projector, the population 
of East Cambridgeshire will be 
left with one-off screenings at 
locations across the district 
during the closure. 

Arts Development in East 
Cambridgeshire (ADeC), which 
runs Ely cinema, is still 
bidding for a lease on The 
Makings to turn it into a full¬ 
time arts and entertainment 
venue that would give the 
cinema a permanent home. 

However, no deal has yet been 
struck with East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council, the 
owner of The Makings. 

Jane Wilson, director of 
ADeC, said: “In the short term, 
the picture is not so good. 
Unfortunately none of the sites 
we looked at were suitable for a 
regular cinema operation. 

“We are now working on one- 
off cinema events in a range of 
locations to provide an altern¬ 
ative for cinema-goers during 
the closure. 

“We are currently working to 
develop a bid for the whole of 
The Makings, which would 
enable us to run a fun-time arts 
and entertainment programme. 

“This will not only protect 
the long-term future of Ely 
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cinema, but also bring regular 
music, dance, theatre and 
comedy into Ely 

“If we are successful, we are 
intending to reopen as soon as 
possible after the repair work 
to The Makings is completed.” 

The district council attracted 
criticism for not guaranteeing 
that The Makings, which also 
hosts weddings and con¬ 
ferences, must be used for com¬ 
munity purposes under the 
new bid. 

It insists that was related to 
legal difficulties over the 
definition of community use 
and says The Makings will stik 
be a public facility 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, a 
member of the City of Ely 
Council, has called for the 
district council to “give back” 
The Makings to the people of 
East Cambridgeshire if it 
cannot guarantee community 
use. 

He says he has been assured 
by the district council that it 
wik remain a public facility 

He said: “I’m less concerned 
than I was, but that does not 
mean I wik not be keeping my 
eyes open.” 

Darren Dixon, leisure and 
tourism officer at the district 
council, said: “We are having 
very constructive meetings 
with ADeC on a number of 
issues including cinema 
provision at the Makings. We 
hope to be in a position to make 
a joint announcement in March 
as part of the council’s arts 
review.”

Learning this way 
is racing certainty 


PRIMARY school 
children have been 
saddling up for 
some horseplay to 
help improve their 
maths. 

Youngsters from Stret¬ 
ham Primary School 
made a special visit to 
the jockeys’ weighing 
room at Newmarket 
Racecourse last week for 
a day of racing-inspired 
learning. 

Dressed in jockey silks, 
the Year 6 pupils had the 
chance to step on to the 
famous weighing scales 
used by racing legends 
such as Frankie Dettori 
and Lester Piggott, as 
well as riding on the 
yard’s mechanical horses. 

But it wasn’t all 
horsing about as the 
youngsters also learned 
about racing weights and 
handicap system and 
were asked to calculate 
some racing weights 
used in the multi-million 
pound industry. 

The visit was part of 
the Playing for Success 
scheme, which will see 
the children enjoy five 
study sessions at the 
racecourse. 

Sam Howard, aged 10, 
said: “We had a great 
time riding the mecha¬ 
nical horse and we also 
saw how much we all 
weighed on the really 
old-fashioned jockey 
scales. It was really great 
fun.” 

The pupils from the 
school in Stretham, near 
Ely, also tested their 
maths and literacy skills 
in the racecourse’s Winn¬ 
ing Post Study Centre, 
which boasts purpose- 
built classrooms and a 
new computer suite. 

Class teacher Joanne 
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Phillip, who is also the 
school’s deputy head, 
said: “The children get 
so much from attending 
this course. It is the third 
consecutive year in 
which we have been 
lucky enough to take 
part in the Playing For 
Success scheme and the 
results speak for 
themselves.

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Accused 
driver is 
acquitted 

A TEENAGER has been 
acquitted of reckless 
driving after he success¬ 
fully defended himself 
in court. 

Daron Davis, 18, was 
accused of driving with¬ 
out reasonable consider¬ 
ation for other road 
users after a traffic 
officer spotted him 
driving fast down East 
Drove Road between 
Isleham and Soham on 
June 1. 

Pc Nigel Kinsey told 
Ely magistrates that 
Davis reached speeds of 
up to 50mph on the 
heavily pot-holed road. 

He said: “I gestured to 
the driver with my hand 
to indicate that he 
should slow down and 
that had no effect at all. 

“There was a lot of 
obvious hazards driving 
at 40 to 50mph - a farm¬ 
yard, nearby bungalow 
and policeman standing 
by the side of the road. 

“I would think any 
prudent driver would 
exercise caution and 
pass through at a much 
slower pace.” 

Pc Kinsey added that 
an on-coming car had to 
pull over into a lay-by on 
the single track road 
because Davis would 
have been unable to 
brake in time. 

However, Davis, of 
Isleham Road, Fordham, 
denied the charge and 
produced photos show¬ 
ing there was enough 
space for two cars to 
pass. 

He also claimed he 
had slowed down when 
he saw Pc Kinsey. 

Magistrates accepted 
Davis’s defence and 
found him not guilty. 

However, he was fined 
£60 after admitting he 
was not wearing a seat- 
belt on the day and was 
also ordered to pay £35 
costs and a £15 victim 
surcharge.

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Man charged over £120k cannabis haul 


A VIETNAMESE man has been 
charged with the production of 
cannabis after police swooped 
on a suspected drugs factory. 

Trong Khu Nguyen, 45, was 
arrested during a raid in which 
officers discovered about 400 
cannabis plants worth £120,000 
in a detached house in Tennyson 
Place, Ely, on Wednesday 

A tip-off from a member of 
the public led to one of the 
biggest hauls recovered in a 


series of such raids in 
Cambridgeshire in the past few 
weeks. 

It is the latest of seven 
suspected cannabis factories 
uncovered in the county thanks 
to “nosy neighbours”. 

Residents have been praised 
for striking a series of blows 
against people traffickers, kid¬ 
nappers and murderers who are 
among those growing the drug 
in massive quantities. 


In the last six months about 40 
of the factories have been 
uncovered with police seizing 
plants worth more than £250,000. 

But the success of the crack¬ 
down has prompted a warning 
from the force’s serious and 
organised crime unit. 

Det Chief Insp Gary Ridgway, 
Cambridgeshire’s leading drugs 
officer, said: “We would ask 
landlords to think about the 
tenants they take in for a few 


thousand pounds in their back 
pockets. 

“These gangs usually rent 
places in the more affordable 
rental accommodation in the 
county which deprives others 
from taking up homes from 
those who need them.”

ELY’S new Park and 
Ride scheme is cost¬ 
ing taxpayers more 
than £15 per passen¬ 
ger. 

The extraordinary cost of 
the new Park and Ride bus 
from Angel Drove car park 
emerged after transport 
bosses at East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council 
revealed just 13 passengers 
a day were using it. 

There are now calls to 
help the deserted Saturday 
shopping service by scrapp¬ 
ing the £2.50 charge at the 
new £1 million car park. 

Councillor Ian Allen, 
deputy leader of the city’s 
Liberal Democrat group, 
believes motorists are 
avoiding the car park in 
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favour of a free Park and 
Ride on the other side of 
Ely at Downham Road. 

He said: “The current 
system just isn’t working. 
It’s costing £200 a day and 
fewer than 20 people are 
using it each day. 

“People have to pay £2.50 
to use the car park, walk 
along Angel Drove and wait 
outside Tesco for 15 min¬ 
utes for a bus. When they 
get into Ely, they need to go 
to Oliver Cromwell’s house 
to get their parking charge 
refunded. 

“It’s all too complicated 
when there is a free Park 
and Ride service on the 
other side of the city. 


“It’s only been going 
three weeks, but I can’t see 
the problem improving 
until they scrap the current 
charges and run it on the 
same basis as the other 
one. There are too many 
obstacles to make it a 
success.” 

But Cllr John Seaman, 
chairman of the district 
council’s environment and 
transport committee, said: 
“We have now had 100 
people use the service, 
which I’m pleased with. To 
say it’s too expensive is just 
playing politics. 

“We will not be removing 
the charges either because 
of the Downham Road Park 
and Ride, which had the 
same difficulties when it 
started. 


“Scrapping the parking 
charge will not make any 
difference. If someone from 
Soham wants to park on 
Saturday, they are not 
going to drive round the 
city for the sake of £2.50.” 

Meanwhile, the number 
of commuters using the 
Angel Drove car park have 
grown steadily since it 
opened on January 2. 

On its first day, only 
seven drivers used the 205- 
space car park, which costs 
£2.50 a day. But two weeks 
later there were 30 users 
and last week, just over 70 
commuters parked there 
each day. 

Cllr Seaman said the 
figures were encouraging 
and ahead of the council’s 
predictions for its use. 
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Grand design for greener life 
in a home with heart of oak 



MADE famous by the TV 
show Grand Designs, this 
eco-friendly house is now a 
local landmark. Built by 
carpenter Kelly Neville, it’s 
been a real labour of love. 
ALICE RYAN reports. 

STANDING in the middle of a 
vast sweep of fenland, 
silhouetted against a stretch of 
bright blue sky, there is 
something truly magical about 
Kelly Neville’s house. 

A timber-framed hexagon, lifted off the 
soggy ground by stilts, it is an eco- 
friendly cutting-edge affair. Yet the 
house looks as if it’s been there forever. 

“It was inspired, in part, by the Anglo- 
Saxon round house,” explains Kelly. 
“Building in the round was something I 
really wanted to emulate: there’s such a 
sense of the house embracing you.” 

Even to those who haven’t driven 
past Kelly’s home, built on the fens just 
outside Little Downham, the house may 
look familiar. That’s because - from the 
laying of foundations to the carving of 
the stairs - cameras from TV’s Grand 
Designs followed the construction 
process every step of the way. 

Nominated for the show by East 
Cambridgeshire District Council, the 
authority which approved their building 
plans, Kelly and his wife Masako were 


among 100 people long-listed for the 
show. And, much to their surprise, they 
made it into the final five. 

Completing the build in just two and 
a half years at a cost of £110,000, they 
and their eight-year-old son Acer have 
moved in - to what is now their dream 
home. But, as Kelly, 48, explains, that 
dream really began more than a decade 
ago, deep in the wilds of Suffolk. 

After years working in the 
humanitarian sector - for a native 
American charity and an orphanage in 
Korea, to name just two good causes - 
Kelly had decided to change tack. 
Taking a job doing maintenance for a 
London recording studio, he discovered 
a talent for the practical: Kelly realised 
he loved working with his hands. 

So, along with Masako, whom he 


met at the Korean orphanage, he 
sought out a building project - the 
renovation and conversion of a 16th 
Century barn to become three homes. 

“I always say, as much as I converted 
it, that barn converted me: I got the bug 
for timber-framed houses. That was my 
apprenticeship, if you like.” 

Keen to live a more self-sufficient life, 
Kelly and Masako then started looking 
for a smallholding - with room to build a 
timbered house from scratch. The aim, 
says Kelly, was to both build and run 
the house, in terms of heating, lighting, 
water and food, in a sustainable way. 

After a visit to Masako’s native Japan, 
where they photographed numerous 
polygon-shaped shrines and temples, 
the couple started drawing up plans. 

The Nevilles settled on a six-sided 


timber frame, with walls lined with straw 
bales and a finish of lime render. And, 
spotting the remains of an age-old tree 
in a timber yard, Kelly found the perfect 
focal point to use in lieu of a chimney: a 
central, winding staircase - carved from 
an enormous 800-year-old oak tree 
trunk. 

The plans complete, Kelly and 
Masako started hunting for a piece of 
land and an amenable planning 
authority. 

Doing almost all the work himself, 
Kelly knew he had to build his new 
house on stilts, concrete pillars which 
plunge some eight metres into the 
ground. Then came the construction of 
the timber frame and the straw-lined 
walls. 

The couple have also installed a reed 
bed sewerage system to process their 
waste and create fertiliser. They collect 
rainwater from their roof to water the 
garden and work the toilet and washing 
machine. And they have a wind turbine 
to generate electricity. 

A talented carpenter, Kelly has made 
all the details, cupboards and drawers 
inside the house himself. A sculptor 
friend created the eye-catching 
staircase, and an artist friend made the 
kitchen tiles. Almost everything is 
handmade - from renewable raw 
materials. 

“I have to admit this house would be 
hard to leave,” Kelly says. “And it’s not 
just because we’ve built it; as you 
know, we’ve built other houses. But I 
have to say that there’s something 
special about this place.”

Dismay over 
verdict delay 
for Mereham 


CAMPAIGNERS 
fighting plans for a 
5,000-home new 
town have reacted 
with dismay to 
news the 

Government may 
not make a decision 
until September. 

The final verdict on 
Multiplex Stannifer’s 
proposed Mereham 
development on the A10 
near Stretham had been 
expected in June. 

But Hazel Blears, the 
Secretary of State for 
communities and local 
government, is now 
expected to deliver her 
decision “on or before” 
September 9. 

That could be up to 
five months after the 
planning inspector 
hands in his report in 
April - a delay blasted 
by councillors who say 
residents need to know 
sooner. 

Multiplex’s plans were 
opposed by Cambridge¬ 
shire County Council 
and East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council at 
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a three-month planning 
inquiry in Haddenham. 
A 7,846-signature pet¬ 
ition opposing the town 
was handed to planning 
inspector Richard Ogier 
by local residents. 

Cllr Phillip Read, 
chairman of the district 
council’s planning com¬ 
mittee, said: “The inq¬ 
uiry has taken up a huge 
amount of officer time, 
district and county 
council resources and 
money, which we intend 
to claim back as costs, 
but there has obviously 
been an impact on the 
communities. 

“I hope for their sakes 
that a decision can be 
made sooner to lift the 
emotional stress which I 
am sure they are 
suffering. 

“The announcement 
has taken back many in 
the community who had 
thought that a decision 
on Mereham would have 
been made a lot sooner. 


“I have to say it does 
seem a long while to 
have to wait for a 
decision, but it is better 
to get the right decision 
and if that means a 
frustrating wait we shall 
unfortunately have to 
abide by it.” 

Cllr Bill Hunt, county 
councillor for Hadden¬ 
ham and district coun¬ 
cillor for Stretham, said: 
“It is absolutely right 
and proper for Hazel 
Blears to listen to the 
inspector. 

“But five months to 
take advice is a long 
time. 

“If Mereham goes 
ahead, the lives of 
everybody in this area 
will be affected.” 

He added a personal 
plea to the secretary of 
state: “Hazel, do as you 
say. You preach to local 
authorities to listen to 
petitions, you talk about 
empowering the popul¬ 
ation and allowing them 
to have a say. 

“For goodness sake, 
listen and turn this 
down.” 


Chatterbox parrot, Harley, returns home 
speechless after four days in the wild 


A TALKATIVE parrot went 
walkabout from his home and 
returned home days later unable 
to utter a word. 

Harley, an African Grey, used to 
call his owners “mum” and 
“dad”, could recite his telephone 
number and was never lost for 
words. 

But after a four-day adventure in 
the wild he appeared to have lost 
his tongue and returned 
traumatised, skinny and mute. 
Owner Cedric Tunnell, 66, said: 
“Wild birds bully him and won’t 
let him get to any food and he 
isn’t used to the cold. We hated 
Harley being out there without 
any friends.” 

Since his return Harley is said to 


be so shaken that not only has 
he not uttered a murmur but he 
has also taken taken to self- 
pecking in distress. 

Harley, eight, made a bid for 
freedom by flying through an 
open door. “Harley was perched 
on my back but I had forgotten 
he was there,” said Mr Tunnell. 
“When I opened a door to a 
guest he flew off.” 

Mr Tunnell and his wife, Margaret, 
65, covered the local area in 
Littleport, with posters of their 
beloved bird. 

Harley was eventually found 
perched on a BMW. 

The car’s owner recognised 
Harley from the posters and 
alerted the Tunnells. 


Mr Tunnell said: “I love that he 
had settled on a BMW. He is 
obviously a bird with class.” 
Harley was happy to be home. 
“He pecked all of my fingers in 
turn, just to make sure it was 
really me - it was very sweet,” 
said Mr Tunnell. 

“But now we are worried for him.

For a better city perspective - clean up 
shop fronts and ditch picnic promotion 


Sir, I was most interested to read last 
week of the City of Ely Perspective 
proposals for the improvement of the 
Steeple Gate area and I wish them well 
(Plans announced to tidy up cathedral 
‘eyesore’, Ely Weekly News, January 24).

It 
is not the actual consumption of food 
and drink which necessarily worries one 


but the thought of the resultant amount 
of litter. 

One wonders if such a transformation 
beneath the walls of the cathedral would 
favourably impress visitors who have 
travelled far in order to see what is so 
aptly described by Cllr Sheila Friend- 
Smith as “one of the finest buildings in 
Europe”. 

If there is to be a general clean-up of the 
area, as one hopes, then I would suggest 
that the Perspective should cross the 
High Street and inspect the filthy 
condition of a number of the shop 
entrances on the north side. The post 
office is a prime example of an entrance 


that has seen, I would guess, neither 
mop nor bucket for months if not years. 

Of course I realise that the era of the 
resident shopkeeper whose self-respect 
would have brought acceptance of 
responsibility has passed. 

Now we are left only with “managers” but 
surely even they should accept that the 
present conditions of several shop fronts 
are an insult to would-be customers and, 
one would imagine, a considerable 
deterrent to visitors.

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Lucky escape 
for couple in 
house fire 


A COUPLE are lucky to be 
alive after fire ripped through 
their home. 

The couple, who are in their 50s, 
were sleeping when the fire started 
in the bathroom of their home in 
Victoria Street, Littleport, early last 
Thursday 

Flames spread quickly along the 
floorboards to a large storeroom, 
which was full of boxes and 
paperwork. 

Luckily, the woman was alerted by 
a loud crashing noise, caused by the 
bathroom shelves collapsing in the 
flames, and managed to scramble to 
safety with her partner. 

Two fire crews from Ely and one 
from Littleport arrived at 6.45am to 
find several rooms on both floors 
ablaze. 

Six firefighters entered the 
building and brought the fire under 
control, returning to base five hours 
later. 

Ely station manager Adrian Slack 
said: “The couple were lucky to have 
discovered the fire in the first place 
as there were no smoke alarms. 

“The woman, who was downstairs 
at the time, heard the noise and went 
to wake the gentleman, who was 
sleeping upstairs.

“By this time, the fire was well 
alight and the stairwell was full of 
thick black smoke, so she could only 
shout to wake him.” 

He said a smoke alarm would have 
alerted them earlier, giving them 
more time to get out. 

He said it was thought an electrical 
fault in the bathroom area had 
caused the fire. 

“Crews did an excellent job 
extinguishing the fire before it could 
reach the loft cavity, which could 
have caused the roof to collapse.” 

The man went back into the 
property to collect belongings. 

Mr Slack said: “This gentleman is 
very lucky to have been unharmed - 
any longer in the house and he may 
not have been so lucky 

“Your life is worth far more than 
any material object in the home. It’s 
just not worth the risk.” 

He said anyone finding a fire at 
home should close a door on it, to 
stop it spreading, then “get out, stay 
out and call the fire service out”.

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Mourners’ tributes to ‘terrific friend’ 


FAMILY and friends of a man killed 
in an horrific head-on road crash 
gathered to mourn at his funeral. 
Leighton King, 26, died when his 
van was involved in a collision with 
a lorry on the A142 near Stuntney in 
the early hours of January 15. 

The funeral of Mr King, who lived in 
Blackthorn Court, Soham, was held 
at St Andrew’s Church, Isleham. 

He leaves parents Tony and 
Elizabeth, of Waterside, Isleham, 
brother Justin and girlfriend Rachel 
Taylor. 

Tributes have poured in for Mr 
King, who was killed on his way to 
work as a plant operator at 
Waterbeach-based construction 
company Dickersons. 

Shaun Emson, 34, who lived next 
door to Mr King, spoke of his friend 
and work colleague following the 
tragic accident. 

Mr Emson had been driving to 
work along the A142 when he saw 
the accident, realising immediately 
that Mr King was involved after 
spotting his work van. 

He said: “Leighton was a terrific 
friend and neighbour - he would do 
anything to help and nothing was 
too much trouble. 

“He had a lovely girlfriend and great 
family - he had everything going for 
him.” 

Garlands of flowers have been left 
at the scene of the crash. 

Mr King played for Isleham United 
Football Club, which cancelled a 
game as a tribute to him. 

■ The driver of the lorry involved in 
the collision, a 37-year-old man 
from Granada in Spain, was 
arrested on suspicion of causing 
death by dangerous driving. He has 
been bailed to return to Parkside 
police station on March 17 for 
further questioning. 



Council Tax 
bills to rise 
3.7 per cent 


COUNCIL Tax payers in 
East Cambridgeshire will 
see a 3.7 per cent rise in 
their bill for the district 
council. 

East Cambridgeshire District 
Council says it has kept its Council 
Tax increase below the retail price 
index of inflation despite receiving 
“the worst financial settlement in a 
generation” from the Government. 

The increase, set for approval in 
February, means band D Council 
Tax payers in Ely, Littleport, 
Soham and surrounding areas 
must pay an extra £4.50 next year. 

The district council’s share of 
the entire Council Tax bill is 
around 10 per cent, with the police, 
fire service and Cambridgeshire 
County Council claiming the bulk. 

Cllr Brian Ashton, leader of the 
district council and the controlling 
Conservative group, said: “It is 
slightly higher than the rate we 
had planned but we feel it allows us 
to continue to offer excellent value 
for money, provide high quality 
services and promote the well 
being of the whole community 

“The district council is deter¬ 
mined to meet the challenge of the 
needs of a growing population, 
despite the restrictions placed on 
us by Government. It is our goal to

make sure residents are at the 
heart of all we do.” 

The council was outraged to be 
given a below-inflation increase in 
funding for next year of 1 per cent, 
or £66,000, by the Government. It 
had expected a 2.5 per cent 
increase, to reflect the district’s 
rising population. 

Cllr Ian Allen, deputy leader of 
the Lib Dem opposition group, said: 
“It is a bad settlement from the 
Government, without a doubt. But 
the Government does expect all 
authorities to make the best use of 
their assets, and I believe the 
district council isn’t doing that. 

“It could seek to raise funds by 
other means, which would be fairer 
than Council Tax. We are giving 
away £400,000 in car park costs in 
Ely We are giving a subsidy to the 
car-owning north of the district.” 

Cllr Allen also believes the 
Conservatives have made “false 
promises” on Council Tax. 

He said: “At election time, the Lib 
Dems were saying that a rise was 
necessary The Conservatives were 
saying they would give zero per 
cent. I’m glad they are at last being 
realistic about managing a 
council.”

A “ONE-MAN crime wave” has been 
jailed for two-and-a-half years. 

Police are “delighted” Adam Bishop 
Bridges - one of the county’s most 
prolific burglars - has been sent down.

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Mum guilty of 
neglect after 
tot’s drug scare 


A DRUG addict 
mother whose todd¬ 
ler almost died after 
taking her heroin 
medication has app¬ 
eared in court for 
neglect. 

The 21-month-old went 
into respiratory arrest 
after drinking up to a 
day’s dose of her mum’s 
methadone. 

The child’s grand¬ 
mother raised the alarm, 
and the toddler’s heart 
stopped before an ambul¬ 
ance arrived, Cambridge 
Crown Court was told. 

The grandmother res¬ 
uscitated the youngster 
but she went into arrest 
for a second and third 
time and had to be rev¬ 
ived by paramedics before 
being admitted to the 
critical care unit at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

The 24-year-old single 
mum, who lives near Ely 
and is now pregnant with 
her second child, was last 
week handed a nine- 
month jail sentence, 
suspended for two years, 


with two years’ probation 
supervision. She admitted 
a charge of wilful neglect. 

An order banning 
publication of details that 
could identify the child - 
who is expected to be 
returned to her mother 
after being cared for by 
the maternal grand¬ 
mother since the incident 
in May - was upheld by 
Judge Gareth Hawkes- 
worth. 

The mother was 
arrested in the early 
hours of May 19 following 
her daughter’s hospital 
admission, Sara Walker, 
for the prosecution, told 
the court. 

The mum claimed she 
discovered the toddler 
had unscrewed her fresh 
bottle of methadone - 
picked up from an Ely 
chemist and sealed in a 
bag - after taking it out of 
her zipped handbag while 
travelling from the shops 
in the back of her car. 

Returning home, she 
measured out the metha¬ 
done - in a bottle with a 
push-down, screw-top lid 


- and found 25ml - the 
entire amount she would 
take in a day - missing. 

The toddler became 
drowsy and was sick by 
7.30pm, when they both 
went to the grand¬ 
mother’s home. The 
worried grandmother 
raised the alarm. 

Tests on the methadone 
bottle and a second bottle 
at the mother’s home 
revealed a mixture of the 
mother and daughter’s 
DNA, the court was told. 

“A hair sample taken 
from the child’s head also 
revealed the presence of 
methadone, which would 
suggest that there had 
been previous ingestion 
of the drug,” added Ms 
Walker. 

Her mother, who has 
reduced her methadone 
use, has had locks fitted 
on cupboards to stop it 
happening again. 

Passing sentence, Judge 
Hawkesworth told the 
mother that her “gross 
negligence” could have 
led to her child’s death. 



Teen avoids 
jail following 
Asbo rage 

AN ASBO teen has been spared a jail 
term for smashing up her electronic tag. 
Faye Szulc, 19, admitted to Ely 
magistrates that she had breached the 
terms of her anti-social order by 
removing the tag. 

She had been ordered to wear the 
monitoring device under the terms of a 
curfew imposed in November after she 
trespassed on a railway line in Ely, 
causing lengthy delays for rail 
passengers. 

It was the second breach of her Asbo 
this month. The court heard Szulc 
smashed and removed the tag in a fit of 
temper on January 12. 

But Jacqui Baldwin, defending, told 
magistrates that Szulc, of Churchgate 
Street, Soham, had fallen foul of forces 
beyond her control. 

Child protection officers had threatened 
to take her sister’s children into care, 
fearing they were at risk from an abusive 
boyfriend of Ms Szulc while she was 
living with them. 

Instead the teenager offered to move to 
live with her father, but this would have 
been a breach of her curfew order. In her 
frustration, she ripped off the tag. 
Magistrates decided last week not to jail 
Szulc for the breach of her two-year 
Asbo, imposed in June 2006, banning 
her from using abusive, threatening or 
insulting words or behaviour in Ely or 
Soham. 

Instead, they extended it by another 
month and ordered her to continue her 
alcohol abuse counselling and comply 
with her curfew order.

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Flood risk 
couple face 
£11,000 bill 
in legal fees

A COUPLE must pay a £11,000 
legal bill after losing a battle to 
divert a stream from their 
garden. 

Carl Kavanagh and Hannah Davey 
must pay the legal costs after they 
were convicted at Ely Magistrates’ 
Court of creating a potential flood risk 
near their home in Chelmer Way Ely 

Officers from the Environment 
Agency told the court the couple had 
destroyed the “aquatic habitat” of a 
stream at the bottom of their garden 
after they “culverted” it last year. 

During a routine inspection, a flood 
risk officer discovered a pipe had been 
laid from a watercourse and sandbags 
were blocking the path of the water. 

He also saw Kavanagh had planted 
trees over the enclosed waterway, the 
roots of which, if left, would have 
found their way through a gap in the 
sandbags and caused it to block. 

A notice was served on the couple, 
giving them 14 days to remove the 
diversion, which they failed to do. 
They also failed to reply to letters 
inviting them to attend a tape-recorded 
interview. 

Kavanagh claimed to have submitted 
an application for the work, had 
received no reply within two months, 
which he said gave him the right 
under the Land Drainage Act to 
assume the work had consent. 

But there was no record of an 
application or an application fee. 

Kavanagh and Davey pleaded not 
guilty last May to failing to comply 
with a notice served under the Land 
Drainage Act 1991. The case was 
adjourned and they have now been 
found guilty, fined £125 and ordered to 
pay the £11,000 Environment Agency’s 
legal costs. 

Honorary canons 

FOUR priests have been appointed 
honorary canons by the Bishop of Ely. 
Dr Anthony Russell installed the four 
Cambridgeshire clergy to the high- 
ranking posts during an evensong 
service at Ely Cathedral. 

The appointments include rectors 
Richard Darmody and Malcolm 
Griffith, from Ramsey and Sawtry 
parishes respectively as well as 
Martin Seeley, the principal Westcott 
House Theological College, in 
Cambridge. 

Dr Fraser Watts, vicar of St Edward’s 
Church, Cambridge, is made a canon. 
The canons were received by the 
cathedral’s dean Dr Michael Chandler 
during the Saturday service, who 
allocated each priest his own stall in 
the cathedral. 

The title of honorary canon is 
awarded to clergy who have 
distinguished themselves in some way 
or on whom the bishop relies for 
specialist advice or support within the 
diocese. 

The number of posts is limited to 
twenty-five.

Buy-to-let is not a bad 
idea for investment 


IN the first of a three- 
part series on buy-to-let 
investments, Chris 
Carey, residential 
managing partner at 
Bidwells in Cambridge, 
discusses the current 
state of the market. 

IF YOU believe the media 
reports, the buy-to-let market 
is on death’s door. But if you 
observe professional property 
investors, you’ll see that the 
residential investment market 
is alive and well. 

Newspaper headlines speak of 
distressed sellers saddled with 
unrentable, unwanted flats, 
and mortgages becoming ever 
more expensive. 

Buy-to-let has certainly been 
hit hard by the credit squeeze 
brought on by the sub-prime 
crisis barely six months ago, 
investors were flocking into a 
well-performing buy-to-let 
sector - and paying premium 
prices for that privilege. 

Today, market conditions are 
nearly ideal for investors with 
good credit ratings who are 
not burdened with un¬ 
performing flats. 

Prices are lean, not bloated, 
and fewer landlords and an 
ample supply of tenants are 
additional benefits. 

Attractive mortgages are 



available, and relatively few 
buyers have a fertile field 
largely to themselves. 

Low property prices are due, in 
part, to such factors as tight 
money. But they also derive 
from the many units placed on 
the market by distressed 
sellers. 

Investors today are exploiting 
the opportunities provided by 
their troubled colleagues, 
many of whom are amateurs 
who downplayed risk. 

These more sophisticated 
investors - to borrow a stock 
market adage - are buying 
cheap and looking forward to 


selling dear. 

They anticipate eventual profit 
because they are not seeking a 
quick capital gain. 

With price rises stalling, a 
longer time frame - ten years 
or so - makes the most sense. 
And this long period of time 
gives them a large window of 
opportunity when they decide 
to sell. They can avoid bad 
selling periods. 

The current economic climate 
also caters for investors 
interested in new-builds. 
Investors call the shots now. 
Like others affected by the 
credit crisis, developers have 
cash woes - turnover is always 
important to builders and is 
especially critical now. 
Developers generally aim to 
sell a certain number of units 
per month, and their sales 
force is under pressure to 
achieve these targets. 
Developers also want to 
unload the last remaining 
units, which may be among 
the less attractive and harder 
to let in the development, but 
the price should reflect that 
fact. 

There is room for negotiation 
with reasonable developers - 
especially those who didn’t 
read the market correctly in 
2007, didn’t lower prices on 
time, and are more desperate 
than otherwise would be the 
case.

LET’S start with the look of 
it. 

Although the styling may not be 
everybody’s cup of tea, it looks good 
to me. Perhaps a little over-designed 
but very striking, especially in the 
Milano Red paint of this test car. 

The inside is almost as futuristic- 
looking as the outside. The 
instrument binnacle is highly 
driver-orientated, with the dials and 
switch-gear all displayed around the 
steering wheel. The speedo is set 
right back, near the highly raked 
windscreen and not far from the 
driver’s line of sight. 

The controls are simple and 
intuitive to use and the interior has 
some nice features, including a pale 
blue interior light that stays on 
constantly, a dimmable display and 
economy and rev indicators. The 
economy one illuminates up to six 
green lights, depending on how eco- 
friendly your driving style is, while 
the rev indicator lights up to six red 
dots, telling the driver how close 
they are to the engine’s red line! 

So, it looks good and has some 
nice touches but how well does it 
drive? Well, the 2.2-litre diesel 
engine is very nice, providing 
excellent fuel economy with more 



than adequate performance. The 
138bhp keeps the moving briskly 
along when wanted but the 2511b ft 
of torque is very handy, especially 
in a smallish car like the Civic. The 
0-62mph acceleration figure of 8.6 
seconds sounds good but the most 
impressive feeling is when 
accelerating in gear. The pick-up 
and shove in the back in any gear, at 
almost any speed, is guaranteed to 
put a smile on your face, and the car 
feels quicker than the figures 
suggest. In terms of performance 
then, a very good showing, especial¬ 
ly considering this is Honda’s warm 
model, not the Type R hot hatch. 

The bonus of the diesel in this 
sporty model is that, no matter how 
hard you drive it, the mpg remains 
high and the emissions stay low. 
The quoted figure of 54.3mpg is 



easily achievable while your con¬ 
science can be pacified with the 
138g/km C02 output. 

The strong engine is comple¬ 
mented by the handling, giving the 
driver confidence on any surface 
and in any conditions. 

On the whole the Type S is very 
impressive, though there are some 
niggles. The lack of a rear wind¬ 
screen wiper does prove a problem 
for a few minutes into a journey 
after a night of rain or ice, and the 


spoiler halfway down it does impair 
visability a little.The suspension 
will be too stiff for some, but these 
are relatively trivial complaints. 

Basically... 

An excellent car for single drivers, 
couples or young families with has 
good interior and boot space. The 
Civic will cruise at motorway 
speeds all day long, be fun to drive 
down a B-road and it can battle the 
urban environment with ease.

GET set for a Subaru 
invasion - the firm’s 
first diesel-engined car 
arrives here next 
month, February, and 
it’ll mean fireworks in 
the fleet market, 
writes Phil Vaughan 
of PA News. 

For company number- 
crunchers will love the fact 
that the four-wheel drive 
Legacy Sports Tourer and 
Outback models, both 
estates, not only have the 
best fuel efficiency in the 
4x4 car class, but also beat 
all main 2.0 litre two-wheel 
drive diesel rivals, 
including the new Ford 
Mondeo and VW Passat. 

Subaru’s mid-sized 
estates will sell from £19,995 
for the Legacy Sports 
Tourer 2.0TD R, which 
returns 49.6mpg on the 
combined fuel cycle, with 
exhaust emissions at 
151g/km of C02. 

The two-wheel drive Ford 
Mondeo estate equivalent 
returns 47.9mpg with 156 
g/km emissions, while the 
VW Passat 2.0 TDI estate 
has an overall 47.1mpg and 
emits 158 g/km. 

Subaru’s first diesel 
engine was developed 
entirely in-house, on the 
back of more than 40 years’ 
experience with boxer, or 
flat, engine technology.

means opposing pistons can 
balance out each others’ 
vibrations, giving a 
smoother power delivery 
when compared with V- 
layout, or in-line, engines. 

Every Subaru car runs on 
a boxer engine, but the 
development of the new 
147bhp 2.0-litre diesel is 
really big news for the 
Japanese firm. 

This new engine will 
initially only be fitted to 
European-market cars, with 
the yet-to-be-introduced 
new Forester receiving the 
engine in September, and 
the new Impreza 
three months 
later.

Ballistic M3 lets you top up your tan 


BMW has revealed a third version 
of the highly respected M3 series. 
This latest generation of BMW M3 
will be available in coupe, saloon 
and, now, convertible form. 

The M3 Convertible will feature 
a folding hard top for seriously 
rapid open top motoring. Under 
the skin, the M3 Convertible will 
offer 414bhp and 2951b ft of 
torque from its 4.0-litre V8 engine 
and power is transmitted through, 
either a six-speed manual or the 
first BMW M Sport seven-speed 
gear box. This has a double clutch 
and works the same way as 
VW/Audi/Seat’s DSG set-up.

The 
alternator is disengaged until it is 
needed so the engine can transmit 
more of its power to the road 
while not being worked as hard. 

Another feature available on the 
drop-top M3, and it will be put to 
plenty of use, is sun reflective

PETER Brooks has sounded a rallying cry to 
young fishermen in and around Soham to help 
rejuvenate the village’s angling club. 

The 76 year old has been a member of Soham 
and District Angling Association, which was 
established in 1926, for 54 years and been 
secretary since 1986. 

And although he still enjoys his voluntary role 
at the club, he is worried about the future after 
seeing the number of members fall from 70 
to 30 in the last 20 years.

“This season finishes on March 15 and we’re 
hoping to continue on to June 16.1 want to stay 


on for another two years, but we need some 
youngsters to come along and take on some 
of the responsibility and take on some of the 
paperwork.” 

The closure of Fenland Tackle Suppliers 
on Soham High Street last year did not help 
the association, as the shop stocked its 
club tickets. 

But Benwick Sports on the Northfield Road 
industrial estate, just off the Soham bypass, 
now sells the season tickets, which are priced 
at £10 for adults and £5 for juniors.
